Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1965#  The 
general  health  of  the  community  continues  to  be  very  satisfactory.  The 
absence  of  any  important  infectious  disease  is  notable,  and  especially  the 
steep  fall  in  tuberculosis  in  the  past  ten  years.  I must  view  'with  some 
concern  the  fact  that  four  of  the  total  of  twenty  four  cases  on  the 
Register  are  in  immigrants,  this  figure  must  be  read  in  conjunction  with 
the  fact  that  these  cases  are  in  a small  fraction  of  the  whole  population, 
and  clearly  show  a sharp  difference  in  incidence. 

Looking  at  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Report,  one  cannot  but 
notice  the  very  great  volume  and  range  of  duties  that  fall  on  a single-handed 
officer,  this  I must  view  with  real  uneasiness.  I am  very  conscious  of  the 
fact  that  the  town  still  has  a substantial  number  of  properties  which  call 
for  action  under  the  Housing  Acts,  but  for  staffing  and  administrative  and 
perhaps  financial  reasons  have  to  be  left.  It  is  not  encouraging  to  see, 
as  is  obvious,  that  at  no  great  distance  from  the  To\/n  Hall  itself  there  are 
not  merely  individual  houses  but  indeed  areas  that  call  for  attention. 

I thank  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  the  Committee  for  the  warm  interest  you 
take  in  the  Health  of  the  town  and  for  your  unfailing  support  and 
consideration  at  all  times,

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  18th  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1965*  Since  the  Housing  Act  1959  came  into  force  nearly  600 
duellings  have  been  improved  by  the  installation  of  standard  grant 
amenities.  Quite  a large  number  of  these  duellings  were  formerly 
tenanted  and  have  now  been  considerably  improved  by  owner  occupation. 
The  trend  to  owner  occupation  has  resulted  in  a decrease  of  work  under 
the  Housing  Acts  and  subsequent  carrying  out  of  work  in  default. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  progress  is  being  made  at  schools 
and  factories  with  the  provision  of  indoor  toilet  blocks  and  this  can 
only  result  in  better  hygienic  conditions  during  frosty  weather, 

I wish  to  thank  the  Health  Committee,  officers  and  staff  for 
their  support  and  assistance  during  the  year.

'There  are 
approximately  1,376  waste  water  closets  still  remaining  in  the  district. 
One  pail  closet  is  situated  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town  and  is  emptied 
weekly. 

The  department  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  and  cleaning  of 
the  town’s  public  conveniences  which  are  as  follows s-

As  usual,  vandalism  occurred  regularly  in  the  conveniences  and  the 
cost  of  repairing  damaged  lights  and  fittings  has  to  be  constantly  borne 
by  ratepayers.  Frequent  inspections  also  take  up  valuable  time  which 
could  be  well  spent  on  other  duties. 


The  Heys  Lane  convenience  is  obsolete  and  also  creates  a dangerous 
traffic  hazard  due  to  its  present  site.  A new  modern  convenience  with 
washing  facilities  would  be  very  desirable  in  the  town  centre  and  two  of 
the  present  conveniences  could  then  be  demolished.  A full  report  is  to 
be  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  regarding  the  present  conveniences 
togethei  with  recommendations  of  possible  renewal  and  re-siting  of  the 
public  conveniences  in  the  town. 


FACTORIES 

There  are  63  factories  including  bakehouses  on  the  register  and  14 
visits  were  made  during  the  year.  Sanitary  accommodation  called  for  the 
most  attention  and  informal  action  only  was  required  to  remedy  the  defects. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

From  April  1965  all  rodent  control  and  disinfestation  work  was 
undertaken  by  Messrs.  Rentokil  Ltd.  All  complaints  were  readily  dealt 
with  and  the  contract  scheme  has  operated  successfully.  The  Council's 
tip  was  treated  for  rats  every  six  weeks  and  two  sewer  treatments  were 
carried  out.

Since  the  Council  abandoned  the  smoke  control  programme  in  19&3/4 
after  two  years  work,  the  Health  Committee  again  deferred  action  for  the 
time  being  until  the  fuel  position  and  other  relevant  factors  had  been 
clarified.  The  whole  district  originally  should  have  been  completed 
by  1970  and  it  is  hoped  chat  a resumption  of  smoke  control  will  be 
commenced  in  the  neai  future. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  i*  DISPOSAL 


Due  to  the  increased  volume  of  refuse  v;hich  is  now  being 
collected,,  a new  compression  type  refuse  vehicle  was  purchased  and  a 
weekly  collection  was  maintained.  The  increased  bulk  of  refuse  creates 
tipping  problems  and  the  Health  Committee  are  giving  consideration  to 
methods  of  pulverisation  to  conserve  limited  tipping  space , Domestic 
refuse  storage  must  be  reviewed  and  larger  and  lighter  storage  receptacles 
must  be  considered  to  maintain  an  efficient  service.  The  vehicles
